CHANUK OF TKXT BO9K9. 


Mr. Young, State Superintendent of 


Schools, intimates that there will Boon 
|i» an order issued by the State Board 
of Education for a change of text books 
itt th« public schools of the State. The 
Board is composed of Young, Preble 
and (JoYernor Adams, and some of our 
exchanges are ungenerous enough to in- 
timate that there in a job in it for the 
Board, The changing of school books, 
frequently engender considerable ex- 
pens* to parents, but as a general thing 
there is not so great and useless ex- 
pensa as might be supposed. 
School 


books do not laat an average American 
boy or girl but a short time, at most. 
New books are being called for al- 
moBti continually, and books of a new 
series can be purchased as cheap as 
books of an old series. Besides, after a 
child has studied a text book through 
and revised it, a change is beneficial to 
him. Saoh a change gives a scholar a 
new start in that branch 
of study; 


gives him new ideas, and enlarges his 
capacity for thought and penetration 
into tUe mysteries of the subject. Hs 
observes how different authors differ- 
ently treat the same subject, and ia so 
doing he gets a clearer conception of 
the matter, and more fully and firmly 
impressed u^on his memory. Again it 
is a notorious fact that a portion of the 
school booko aow in use are wholly and 
radically rtuflncient in ' every element 
essential to impart information in an 
efficient manner. Seme of them were 
never adopted by any well regulated 
school administration in other States, 
and others were long age discarded. 
They never would have been ordered in 
this State except through the manipula- 
tions of mercenary publishers on one 
hand and speculative officials on the 
other.

her father, and afterwards married. 


A ItlGUT MOVE.

land must take care of the people whom 
her own bad laws have reduced to beg 
gary. 
It is not to be tolerated that

people of all but the air of heaven 
should be permitted to foist them upon 
us as beggars or to become criminals. 
The instructions should and probably 
will include the professional beggars, 
criminals and all undesirable classes 
from all nations, whom the govern- 
ments of all Europe are transporting 
to our shores by the hundreds of thou 
sands yearly. They nre not immigrants, 
but importations. They are not go, 
people at home, and will never mcnte 
good citizens in America. 


Ilotv to Collect 1,11V lusnrnuce With- 
out Uyiue. 


Wm. D. JDodson, arrested at Franklin 


Junction, Ya., for the alleged murder of 
a negro, Wednesday confessed to hiring 
two negroes to bring him n body for 
dissection, pretending to be a physician. 
He carried the body into the upper room 
of the house where he lived, wrapped 
it in bed-clothing, poured kerosene over 
it end fixed a lighted candle in the bed- 
clothing. The candle was fto long that 
the house did not take fire during the 
night, and the plot failed. His purpose 
was to burn the house and have it ap- 
pear that he himself had been burned in 
it, so that his family might obtain the 
amount of a life insurance policy which 
he recently procured. 


THE PAUPER POLICY. 


The Eureka Sentinel, although a 


strong advocate of the dootiine onoe 
ennunoiated by our forefathers that, 
"America is the asylum for the op prosed 
of all nations," but now rendered, 
"America is the asylum, penitentiary, 
hospital, poor-house and lazaretto for 
the insane, the criminals, the crippled, 
diseased, paupers, professional beggars 
and lazaroni of the whole world," gets 
off the following sensible remarks con- 
cerning the (present course of England; 
and what speiflcally applies to England 
in the matter, applies generally to every 
nation of Europe: The Sentinel says : 


England would not tolerate towards 


any portion of her own domain the 
forced emigration policy she has adopted 
towards the United States. She cannot 
persist in a policy that makes paupers 
in Ireland by the million, and in un- 
loading those masses of misery on the 
United States, without bringing on ser- 
ious trouble with this country. It is 
high time for our Department of State 
to demand an explanation of the forced 
emigration that has been openly dis- 
cussed in Parliament, and the effects of 
which have been seen in recent arrivals 
of wretched immigrants, many of whom 
are fit only for hospital and almshouse 
tenants. The best way to show our 
sympathy for Ireland and the Irish is to 
insist in the name of humanity that 
this transportation of wretchedness to 
our shores be stopped. By that means 
England may be compelled to give to 
the Irish people the inalienable right of 
a chance to live in their own country, 
until they voluntarily decide to go else- 
where. 


Rattier Prcsuinptooa. 


In tLo Irish convention being held in 


Philadelphia, Father McEenna, an ec- 
clesiastical delegate, yesterday, moved a 
vote of censure against President Arthur 
for lack of good faith and dishonest con- 
duct. 
He thought that it should be 


declared as the sense of the convent on 
that if ever President Arthur came up 
for re-election he should not have the 
vote of Irish-Americans. The chairman 
of the convention had the good sense to 
rule this insolent motion out of order. 
It appears that the last Irish (conven- 
tion appointed a committee to wait on 
President Arthur and inquire into the 
conduct of the American Minister ab 
St. James, and that the President, 
not 
being 
prepared 
to 
allow any 


class of foreign-born citizens to dictate 
the diplomatic policy of the United 
States Government, 
very properly 


snubbed the Irish committee. Hence 
the motion in an Irish convention that 
Mr. Arthur is not to be re-elected by 
Irish votes. Wonder how many Irish 
votes were polled for Mr. Arthur when 
he was elected Vice-President? 


An Indian Scare.

ionville people Mbd quite an Indian 
scare the past week. The Indians from 
all sections gathered in that vicinity, 
armed to the teeth; but on learning the 
facts of the killing of a member of their 
tribe a couple of weeks ago, the chief 
managed to cool down his warriors. The 
Pioche Indians were there in full force, 
handsomely decorated with war paint 
and eager for the fray. 
They were all 


armed with Winchesters," 
To come 


down to what is right and just, the 
Bullionville people undoubtedly deserve 
a scare. Taking their own account of 
the killing of an Indian there the other 
day, it looks a little irregular. They 
had a horse race and a sort of jamboree, 
sold whisky to some of the Indians, and 
then when one uf them shot a dog, as 
any white man might have done when a 
little off, they went after him and 
wound up the business by killing him.

Illinois and west- 
ward to Utah there is but one continual 
report of disasters to life and property.

Congress at its last 
session reduced the revenue from this 
source about..$40,000,000, leaving still 
one hundred and ten or twelve millions 
to be collected.
